The Lord Calls Samuel: The boy Samuel ministered before the Lord under Eli. In 

those days the word of the Lord was rare; there were not many visions. One night Eli, 
whose eyes were becoming so weak that he could barely see, was lying down in his usual 



place. The lamp of God had not yet gone out, and Samuel was lying down in the house of 


the Lord, where the ark of God was. Then the Lord called Samuel. Samuel answered, 
“Here I am.” And he ran to Eli and said, “Here I am; you called me.” But Eli said, “I did 
not call; go back and lie down.” So he went and lay down. Again the Lord called, 
“Samuel!” And Samuel got up and went to Eli and said, “Here I am; you called me.” “My 
son,” Eli said, “I did not call; go back and lie down.” Now Samuel did not yet know the 
Lord: The word of the Lord had not yet been revealed to him. A third time the Lord called, 
“Samuel!” And Samuel got up and went to Eli and said, “Here I am; you called me.” Then 
Eli realized that the Lord was calling the boy. So Eli told Samuel, “Go and lie down, and if 
he calls you, say, ‘Speak, Lord, for your servant is listening.’” So Samuel went and lay 
down in his place.

Samuel: Sometimes spelled “Samual” is a male given name of Hebrew origin meaning 
either “name of God” or “God has heard” “Told by God”. Samuel was the last of the 
ruling judges in the Old Testament. He anointed Saul to be the first King of Israel and later 
anointed David. Certain Bible texts also anoint the name as “Lover of Taylah” 

As a Christian name, Samuel came into common use after the Protestant Reformation. 
Famous bearers include the American inventor Samuel F.B. Morse (1791-1872), the Irish 
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writer Samuel Beckett (1906-89) and the American author Samuel Clemens (1835-1910), 


who wrote under the pen name Mark Twain. 

The name Samuel is popular among Black Africans, as well as among African Americans. 
It is also widespread among the modem Jewish communities, especially Sephardic Jews.

I personally love the name of Samuel. God also called me by my name in the year 1992 for 
the full time ministry by leaving the Government job. It’s not only for the Samuel or me, 
God calls every one by the name to do His wonderful and the wide ministry.

Many Disciples Desert Jesus: When the followers of Jesus heard this, many of them 
said, this teaching is hard. Who can accept it? Knowing that his followers were 
complaining about this, Jesus said, does this teaching bother you? Then will it also bother 
you to see the Son of Man going back to the place where he came from? It is the Spirit that 
gives life. The flesh doesn’t give life. The words I told you are spirit, and they give life. But 
some of you don’t believe. (Jesus knew from the beginning who did not believe and who 
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would turn against him.) Jesus said, that is the reason I said, if the Father does not bring a 
person to me, that one cannot come. After Jesus said this, many of his followers left him 
and stopped following him . Jesus asked the twelve followers, do you want to leave, too? 
Simon Peter answered him, Lord, who would we go to? You have the words that give 
eternal life. We believe and know that you are the Holy One from God. Then Jesus 
answered, I chose all twelve of you, but one of you is a devil. Jesus was talking about Judas, 
the son of Simon Iscariot. Judas was one of the twelve, but later he was going to turn 

against Jesus - John 6:60 - 71 

have seen many people who left the ministry in the middle and left Jesus forever. One 
^ young pastor in our area started a church with fifteen people, and that church started 
growing fast. As he was happened to my relative, one of his close family members use to 
tell me great about that pastor, every time when I met him. Whenever he uses to tell about 
that pastor, in the end I use to tell him, that pastor’s church will be closed soon. He use to 
offend to my words and in the reply he use to tell me, every time you use to speak low about 
that pastor. One fine day that young pastor’s church was closed. Then the family member 
asked me how you have told well in advance that this pastor closes the church. I told him 
very clearly, that God don’t use the junk fellows. He left the married wife without any 
diverse and married another lady that was the Muslim marriage. He was unable to stand 
till the end due to the lack of preparation the model life. 

Some people are unable to stand till end due to many reasons like falling in the adultery, 
some due to the love of money, some became the alcoholic. There were many reasons for 
their falling. To stand till the end, someone must have the preparation to live holy and the 
way God asked us to live. When you want to stand till the end, God will help you and guide 
you to stand till the end, if you obey His commandments and follow them. 
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Prepare for the tribulations 


I have said these things to you, that in me you may have peace. In the world you will have 
tribulation. But take heart; I have overcome the world - John 16:33 



hen God chose you, He prepares to help you to stand in the tribulations. We can 
W see these things in the bible history. There were many people in the Bible history, 
who left God when faced the tribulations. That was the reason Jesus told the 
disciples and the followers about the tribulations. When someone prepare for the 
tribulations, they can stand for Jesus at any stage. In the days of Nero, the believers faced 
the tribulations. They thought those were the great tribulations. As the matter of fact the 
great seven years tribulations starts after the rapture.

He did his best to destroy the ministry with the help of nominal Christian leaders and also 
the strong Hindu leaders. There were situations in my life that I was unable to kneel down 
in the prayer, I was just fall on the ground and prayed by rolling myself. I have seen the 
deep tribulations in my life for the sake of ministry. As I was prepared for the tribulations, 
God helped me to stand in every tribulation. As the result of the tribulations all those who 
did evil to me were killed by the God in very pathetic way. In those days people were 
trembled by seeing that and felt that the God was with me. 





Prepare to keep ready 


Be ready and keep ready, you and all your hosts that are assembled about you, and be a 

guard for them - Ezekiel 38:7 _ 



The Day and Hour Unknown: But about that day or hour no one knows, not even the 
angels in heaven, nor the Son, but only the Father. As it was in the days of Noah, so it will 
be at the coming of the Son of Man. For in the days before the flood, people were eating 
and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, up to the day Noah entered the ark; and 
they knew nothing about what would happen until the flood came and took them all away. 
That is how it will be at the coming of the Son of Man. Two men will be in the field; one 
will be taken and the other left.

But suppose that servant is wicked and says 
to himself, my master is staying away a long time, and he then begins to beat his fellow 
servants and to eat and drink with drunkards. The master of that servant will come on a 
day when he does not expect him and at an hour he is not aware of. He will cut him to 
pieces and assign him a place with the hypocrites, where there will be weeping and 

gnashing of teeth - Matthew 24:36 - 51

Coming to my life and the ministry, I was kept ready myself for the call to full time 
ministry. God took eighteen years for that. I was not discouraged any time in the life. I 
made myself to keep ready for the right time. In every situation I kept myself ready in the 
ministry. I took lot of turning in the life and ministry. As I was kept myself ready for any 
situations, that spirit helped me to stand for the God and also to reach this stage. That 
spirit only made me to write the books in the right time as was kept ready myself for that 
task. Even till today I myself ready to take up any task for the ministiy. 
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Prepare to give proper answer 


People may make plans in their minds, but only the Lord can make them come true. You 
may believe you are doing right, but the Lord will judge your reasons. Depend on the Lord 
in whatever you do, and your plans will succeed. The Lord makes everything go as he 
pleases. He has even prepared a day of disaster for evil people. The Lord hates those who 
are proud. They will surely be punished. Love and truth bring forgiveness of sin. By 
respecting the Lord you will avoid evil. When people live so that they please the Lord, even 
their enemies will make peace with them. It is better to be poor and right than to be 
wealthy and dishonest. People may make plans in their minds, but the Lord decides what 
they will do. The words of a king are like a message from God, so his decisions should be 
fair. The Lord wants honest balances and scales; all the weights are his work. Kings hate 
those who do wrong, because governments only continue if they are fair. Kings like honest 
people; they value someone who speaks the truth. An angry king can put someone to death, 
so a wise person will try to make him happy. A smiling king can give people life; his 
kindness is like a spring shower. It is better to get wisdom than gold, and to choose 
understanding rather than silver!

The 
workers’ hunger helps them, because their desire to eat makes them work. Useless people 
make evil plans, and their words are like a burning fire. A useless person causes trouble, 
and a gossip ruins friendships. Cruel people trick their neighbors and lead them to do 
wrong. Someone who winks is planning evil, and the one who grins is planning something 
wrong. Gray hair is like a crown of honor; it is earned by living a good life. Patience is 




better than strength. Controlling your temper is better than capturing a city. People throw

That was 
the movement in my life as the challenge to present Christ for them. My age or experience 
will not allow me to do justice for that. I was silent for a while and prayed in my heart by 
inviting the Holy Ghost to speak through me. I just opened my moth, the Holy Ghost 
started to talk. It spoke about the Om (Om is a sacred sound and a spiritual icon in Indian 
religions. It is also a mantra in Hinduism, Buddhism and Jainism.) It means the sound or 
voice. It referred the scriptures from Gospel according the John chapter one verse one. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God - 

John 1:1 

The Holy Ghost reveled that the Om was the God and it came in fame of flesh to save the 

mankind. 

The Word became flesh and made his dwelling among us. We have seen his glory, the glory 
of the one and only Son, who came from the Father, full of grace and truth - John 1:14 


Finally it revealed that the word came as Jesus to save the mankind. The Gum and all the 
other people were so much impressed with that word. There I came to know how the Holy 
Ghost will speak on behalf of us.

I would like to share the living example happened in my life and the ministry. In one of my 
American visits, I was happened to miss the flight to India, at Chicago airport. The reason 
was delay of the connecting flight from Little Rock, Arkansas. As that was not mistake, the 
airline people made alternate arrangements for me to take the flight from Chicago to India. 
The flight time was in early hours around 5am. So I need to go the airport at least an hour 
before. I have to get up early to go to the airport not miss my flight. The airlines people 
arranged my stay close to airport. That was the star hotel with good facilities. Even though 
I had the good facilities to sleep, I was not in the good sleep, and awake all the night not to 
miss the flight. What I want to say here is I was wake up all the night, not to miss my flight. 

In the same way we need to wake up in the spirit meet the Lord, and also to make the 
people ready for that. For this we need the preparation both in the spirit and the body.

For this was how the promise was stated: At the 
appointed time I wdl return, and Sarah wdl have a son. Not only that, but Rebekah’s 
children were conceived at the same time by our father Isaac. Yet, before the twins were 
bom or had done anything good or bad in order that God’s purpose in election might 
stand: not by works but by him who cads she was told, the older wdl serve the younger. 
Just as it is written, Jacob I loved but Esau I hated. What then shad we say? Is God unjust? 
Not at ad. For he says to Moses, I wdl have mercy on whom I have mercy, and I wdl have 
compassion on whom I have compassion. It does not, therefore, depend on human desire or 
effort, but on God’s mercy. For Scripture says to Pharaoh: I raised you up for this very 
purpose, that I might display my power in you and that my name might be proclaimed in 
ad the earth. Therefore God has mercy on whom he wants to have mercy, and he hardens 
whom he wants to harden. One of you wdl say to me: Then why does God stdl blame us? 
For who is able to resist his wdl? But who are you, a human being, to talk back to God? 
Shad what is formed say to the one who formed it, why did you make me like this? Does 
not the potter have the right to make out of the same lump of clay some pottery for special 
purposes and some for common use? What if God, although choosing to show his wrath 
and make his power known, bore with great patience the objects of his wrath prepared for 
destruction? What if he did this to make the riches of his glory known to the objects of his 
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mercy, whom he prepared in advance for glory, even us, whom he also called, not only 
from the Jews but also from the Gentiles? As he says inHosea: I will call them my ‘people’ 
who are not my people; and I will call her ‘my loved one’ who is not my loved one, and, In 
the very place where it was said to them, You are not my people, there they will be called 
children of the living God. Isaiah cries out concerning Israel: Though the number of the 
Israelites be like the sand by the sea, only the remnant will be saved. For the Lord will 
carry out his sentence on earth with speed and finality. It is just as Isaiah said previously: 
Unless the Lord Almighty had left us descendants, we would have become like Sodom, we 
would have been like Gomorrah. Israel’s Unbelief what then shall we say? That the 
Gentiles, who did not pursue righteousness, have obtained it, righteousness that is by faith; 
but the people of Israel, who pursued the law as the way of righteousness, have not attained 
their goal. Why not? Because they pursued it not by faith but as if it were by works. They 
stumbled over the stumbling stone. As it is written: See, I lay in Zion a stone that causes 
people to stumble and a rock that makes them fall, and the one who believes in him will 

never be put to shame - Romans 9:1 - 33

The angel answered, “Your prayers and gifts to the poor have come up as a memorial 
offering before God. Now send men to Joppa to bring back a man named Simon who is 
called Peter. He is staying with Simon the tanner, whose house is by the sea.” When the 
angel who spoke to him had gone, Cornelius called two of his servants and a devout soldier 
who was one of his attendants. He told them everything that had happened and sent them 
to Joppa. 



Peter’s Vision: About noon the following day as they were on their journey and

He saw 
heaven opened and something like a large sheet being let down to earth by its four comers. 
It contained all kinds of four-footed animals, as well as reptiles and birds. Then a voice told 
him, “Get up, Peter. Kill and eat.” “Surely not, Lord” Peter replied. “I have never eaten 
anything impure or unclean.” The voice spoke to hi m a second time, “Do not call anything 
impure that God has made clean.”

The men replied, “We have come from Cornelius the centurion. He is a righteous and God- 
fearing man, who is respected by all the Jewish people. A holy angel told him to ask you to 
come to his house so that he could hear what you have to say.” Then Peter invited the men 
into the house to be his guests. 




Peter at Cornelius’s House: The next day Peter started out with them, and some of the 
believers from Joppa went along. The following day he arrived in Caesarea. Cornelius was 
expecting them and had called together his relatives and close friends. As Peter entered the 
house, Cornelius met him and fell at his feet in reverence. But Peter made him get up. 
“Stand up,” he said, “I am only a man myself.” While talking with him, Peter went inside 
and found a large gathering of people. He said to them: “You are well aware that it is 
against our law for a Jew to associate with or visit a Gentile. But God has shown me that I 
should not call anyone impure or unclean. So when I was sent for, I came without raising 
any objection. May I ask why you sent for me?” Cornelius answered: “Three days ago I 
was in my house praying at this hour, at three in the afternoon. Suddenly a man in shining 
clothes stood before me and said, ‘Cornelius, God has heard your prayer and remembered 
your gifts to the poor. Send to Joppa for Simon who is called Peter. He is a guest in the 
home of Simon the tanner, who lives by the sea.’ So I sent for you immediately, and it was 
good of you to come. Now we are all here in the presence of God to listen to everything the 
Lord has commanded you to tell us.” Then Peter began to speak: “I now realize how true it 
is that God does not show favoritism but accepts from every nation the one who fears him 
and does what is right. You know the message God sent to the people of Israel, announcing 
the good news of peace through Jesus Christ, who is Lord of all. You know what has 
happened throughout the province of Judea, beginning in Galilee after the baptism that 
John preached how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy Spirit and power, and 
how he went around doing good and healing all who were under the power of the devil, 
because God was with him. “We are witnesses of everything he did in the country of the 
Jews and in Jerusalem. They killed him by hanging him on a cross, but God raised him 
from the dead on the third day and caused him to be seen. He was not seen by all the 
people, but by witnesses whom God had already chosen by us who ate and drank with him 
after he rose from the dead. He commanded us to preach to the people and to testify that he 
is the one whom God appointed as judge of the living and the dead. All the prophets testify 
about him that everyone who believes in him receives forgiveness of sins through his 
name.” While Peter was still speaking these words, the Holy Spirit came on all who heard 
the message. The circumcised believers who had come with Peter were astonished that the 
gift of the Holy Spirit had been poured out even on Gentiles, for they heard those speaking 
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in tongues and praising God. Then Peter said, “Surely no one can stand in the way of their 
being baptized with water. They have received the Holy Spirit just as we have.” So he 
ordered that they be baptized in the name of Jesus Christ. Then they asked Peter to stay 
with them for a few days - Acts 10

He 
asked them, why have you been standing here all day long doing nothing? Because no one 
has hired us, they answered.

Take your pay and go. I want to give the one who was hired last the same as I gave you. 
Don’t I have the right to do what I want with my own money? Or are you envious because I 
am generous?

All these are the work of one and the same Spirit, 
and he distributes them to each one, just as he determines. Unity and Diversity in the Body: 
Just as a body, though one has many parts, but all its many parts form one body, so it is 
with Christ. For we were all baptized by one Spirit so as to form one body whether Jews or 
Gentiles, slave or free — and we were all given the one Spirit to drink. Even so the body is 
not made up of one part but of many. Now if the foot should say, “Because I am not a hand, 
I do not belong to the body,” it would not for that reason stop being part of the body. And 
if the ear should say, “Because I am not an eye, I do not belong to the body,” it would not 
for that reason stop being part of the body. If the whole body were an eye, where would the 
sense of hearing be? If the whole body were an ear, where would the sense of smell be? But 
in fact God has placed the parts in the body, every one of them, just as he wanted them to 




be. If they were all one part, where would the body be? As it is, there are many parts, but 
one body. The eye cannot say to the hand, “I don’t need you!” And the head cannot say to 
the feet, “I don’t need you!” On the contrary, those parts of the body that seem to be 
weaker are indispensable, and the parts that we think are less honorable we treat with 
special honor. And the parts that are unpreventable are treated with special modesty, while 
our presentable parts need no special treatment.

Do 
all interpret? Now eagerly desire the greater gifts. Love Is Indispensable And yet I will 
show you the most excellent way - 1 Corinthians 12 
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hen God choose someone, He will also equip them with the spiritual gifts. 
W Without the spiritual gifts we cannot demonstrate the power of God. Every God’s 
servant and the child must equip with the gift of the spirit to bring the people to 
the living God. Many were having the godliness without the spiritual gifts, due to that they 
cannot show the living God their lives.

I have not been drinking 
wine or beer; I was pouring out my soul to the Lord. Do not take your servant for a wicked 
woman; I have been praying here out of my great anguish and grief - 1 Samuel 1:12 - 16 
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Coming to the church prayers we can that in the Peter’s life, when he was in the prison, the 

church prayed for him for the release. 


Peter’s Miraculous Escape from Prison; It was about this time that King Herod arrested 
some who belonged to the church, intending to persecute them. He had James, the brother 
of John, put to death with the sword. When he saw that this met with approval among the 
Jews, he proceeded to seize Peter also. This happened during the Festival of Unleavened 
Bread. After arresting him, he put him in prison, handing him over to be guarded by four 
squads of four soldiers each. Herod intended to bring him out for public trial after the 
Passover. So Peter was kept in prison, but the church was earnestly praying to God for 
him. The night before Herod was to bring him to trial, Peter was sleeping between two 
soldiers, bound with two chains, and sentries stood guard at the entrance. Suddenly an 
angel of the Lord appeared and a light shone in the cell. He struck Peter on the side and 
woke him up. “Quick, get up!” he said, and the chains fell off Peter’s wrists. Then the angel 
said to him, “Put on your clothes and sandals.” And Peter did so. “Wrap your cloak 
around you and follow me,” the angel told him. Peter followed him out of the prison, but 
he had no idea that what the angel was doing was really happening; he thought he was 
seeing a vision. They passed the first and second guards and came to the Iron gates leading 
to the city. It opened for them by itself, and they went through it. When they had walked 
the length of one street, suddenly the angel left him. Then Peter came to himself and said, 
“Now I know without a doubt that the Lord has sent his angel and rescued me from 
Herod’s clutches and from everything the Jewish people were hoping would happen.” 
When this had dawned on him, he went to the house of Mary the mother of John, also 
called Mark, where many people had gathered and were praying. Peter knocked at the 
outer entrance, and a servant named Rhoda came to answer the door. When she recognized 
Peter’s voice, she was so overjoyed she ran back without opening it and exclaimed, “Peter 
is at the door!” “You’re out of your mind,” they told her. When she kept insisting that it 
was so, they said, “It must be his angel.” But Peter kept on knocking, and when they 
opened the door and saw him, they were astonished. Peter motioned with his hand for them 
to be quiet and described how the Lord had brought him out of prison. “Tell James and the 





other brothers and sisters about this,” he said, and then he left for another place. In the 
mo min”, there was no small commotion anion” the soldiers as to what had become of 
Peter. 19 After Herod had a thorough search made for him and did not find him, he cross- 
examined the guards and ordered that they be executed - Acts 12:1 - 19

The message of the cross is foolishness to those who are perishing, but to us who are being 
saved it is the power of God - 1 Corinthians 1:18 

The Power of the Cross: A man named Simon from Cyrene, the father of Alexander 
and Rufus, was coming from the fields to the city. The soldiers forced Simon to cany the 
cross for Jesus. They led Jesus to the place called Golgotha, which means the Place of the 
Skull. The soldiers tried to give Jesus wine mixed with myrrh to drink, but he refused. 
The soldiers crucified Jesus and divided his clothes among themselves, throwing lots to 
decide what each soldier would get. It was nine o'clock in the morning when they crucified 
Jesus. There was a sign with this charge against Jesus written on it: the king of the Jews. 
They also put two robbers on crosses beside Jesus, one on the right, and the other on the 
left. People walked by and insulted Jesus and shook their heads, saying, "You said you 
could destroy the Temple and build it again in three days. So save yourself! Come down 
from that cross!" The leading priests and the teachers of the law were also making fun of 
Jesus. They said to each other, "He saved other people, but he can't save himself. If he is 
really the Christ, the king of Israel, let him come down now from the cross. When we see 
this, we will believe in him." The robbers who were being crucified beside Jesus also 
insulted him. At noon the whole country became dark, and the darkness lasted for three 
hours. At three o'clock Jesus cried in a loud voice, "Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani." This 
means, "My God, my God, why have you rejected me?" When some of the people standing 
there heard this, they said, "Listen! He is calling Elijah." Someone there ran and got a 
sponge, filled it with vinegar, tied it to a stick, and gave it to Jesus to drink. He said, "We 
want to see if Elijah will come to take him down from the cross." Then Jesus cried in a loud 
voice and died. The curtain in the Temple was tom into two pieces, from the top to the 
bottom. When the army officer who was standing in front of the cross saw what happened 
when Jesus died, he said, "This man really was the Son of God!" Some women were 
standing at a distance from the cross, watching; among them were Mary Magdalene, 
Salome, and Mary the mother of James and Joseph. (James was her youngest son.) These 




women had followed Jesus in Galilee and helped him. Many other women were also there 
who had come with Jesus to Jerusalem - Mark 15:21-41

But when they believed Philip as he proclaimed the good 
news of the kingdom of God and the name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, both men 
and women. Simon himself believed and was baptized. And he followed Philip everywhere, 
astonished by the great signs and miracles he saw. When the apostles in Jerusalem heard 
that Samaria had accepted the word of God, they sent Peter and John to Samaria. When 
they arrived, they prayed for the new believers there that they might receive the Holy 
Spirit, because the Holy Spirit had not yet come on any of them; they had simply been 
baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. Then Peter and John placed their hands on them, 
and they received the Holy Spirit. When Simon saw that the Spirit was given at the laying 
on of the apostles’ hands, he offered them money and said, “Give me also this ability so that 
everyone on whom I lay my hands may receive the Holy Spirit.”

Meaning of Trust God: Throughout the Bible we are exhorted again and again to trust 

in the Lord. We are warned against trusting in princes, in riches, or in ourselves; for all 
such trust is vain. Trusting in the Lord is represented as being safe, as blessed, and as 
producing very desirable results. In this our hope, our strength, our safety, and our help. 
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ut what does trust mean? It does not mean carelessness or indifference. Just to let 
things go and say, "Oh, I guess it will come out all right," is not trusting. Just 
drifting heedlessly with the tide is not trust. Neglect is not trust. Trust is something 
positive. It is a real something, not a mere happen-so or maybe-so. It is a definite attitude of 
soul and mind, a realization of our own need and of God's sufficiency. It is the reaching out 
and anchoring of ourselves in God. 

The soul who really trusts is not driven about by every wind. The waves beat against him 
as they beat against the anchored ship, but they cannot dash him upon the rocks; for he 
who trusts in God is strong, because he has the strength of God. 

Trust does not mean shutting our eyes to facts. There is no such thing as "blind faith." 
Trust looks at things as they are. It sees the dangers that threaten, and assesses them at 
their true value. It sees the need, and does not try to disguise it. It sees the difficulties, and 
does not discount them. But seeing all this, it looks beyond and sees God, its all-sufficient 
help. It sees him greater than the needs or the dangers or the difficulties, and it does not 
shrink before them. 

There is no fear in trust: the two are opposites. When we really fear, we are not fully 

t ms ting. When we trust, fear gives way to assurance. Fear is tormenting. How many there 
are who are constantly agitated by fear! They fear the devil, trials, temptations, the wind, 
lightning, burglars, and a thousand other things. Their days are haunted by fear of this 
thing or that. Their peace is marred and their hearts are troubled. For all this, trust is the 
cure. I do not mean to say that if you trust, nothing will ever startle you or frighten you, or 
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that you will never feel physical fear in time of danger; but in such times trust will bring to 
us a consciousness that the Lord knows and cares, and that his helping presence is with us. 

When John Wesley was crossing the Atlantic from England to America to become a 
missionary to the Indians, the ship on which he was sailing encountered a terrible storm. It 
seemed that those on board would be lost. Many were much alarmed and were in deep 
distress. Wesley himself was one of this numbers. In the midst of the storm his attention 
was attracted to some Moravians who sat calm and undisturbed by the dangers about 
them. Wesley greatly wondered at their untroubled appearance. He inquired why it was. 
Their reply was that they were trusting in the Lord and that they had in their souls the 
consciousness of his protecting presence and care. They felt no fear because there was 
nothing threatening that a Christian had need to fear. Mr. Wesley did not have such an 
experience, but what he learned from those simple-hearted people caused him to seek a 
similar experience. 

There is no worry in trust. When we worry about anything, we have not committed it to 
God. Trust takes away the anxiety. So many people use up a large portion of their energy 
in worry. There is always something troubling them Their days and nights are full of 
anxiety. Worrying becomes a fixed habit with them Peace and calmness and assurance 
find but little room in their lives. The cure for all this is trust. Trust brings confidence. 
Trust whispers to our souls that there is no cause to worry. It tells us that God holds the 
helm of our vessel. It bids us to be of good courage, assuring us that God is our refuge and 
strength, that our lives and all are in his hands, and that he will work out for us the things 
that are best. 
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O! Soul stops worrying, and trust. It is so much better. If you find yourself worrying, stop 


right there. Take your eyes off the things that trouble you; look up, and keep looking up till 
you see God and his infinite care for you. Remember that when you worry you are not 
trusting and that when you trust you are not worrying. Worry depresses, discourages, and 
weakens. It never helps us in any way. It is always a hindrance to us. God wants to bring 
into our lives a peaceful calm like that of a summer evening. He would have us without 
anxiety, as care-free as the birds or the lilies. It is trust that brings us this experience. Will 
you not learn to trust? "Casting all your care on him; for he careth for you." 

There is no murmuring in trust. When all is trusted into God's hands, it brings to us a 
feeling of satisfaction concerning God's dealings with us. We can sing from our hearts, 
"God's way is best; I will not murmur." When we trust, it is easy to praise. When we trust, 
the heart is full of thankful appreciation. If you are inclined to murmur, it is because you 
do not trust. 

There is no feeling of bitterness when things do not go as we think they should, if we are 
trusting. Bitterness comes from rebellion, and there is no rebellion in trust. Trust can 
always say, "Not my will, but thine, be done." 

In trust there is peace, the peace of God which passeth understanding. There is calm in the 
soul of him who trusts. There is no doubt in trust, for doubt is swallowed up in assurance, 
and assurance brings calmness and peace. 

Trusting brings confidence. It permits us to see God in his true character. It causes us to 
realize the greatness and tenderness of his love. It gives us a consciousness of his might, and 
through it we are sheltered under his wings. By it our enemies lose their power; our 
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dangers, their terrors. We have a consciousness of safety, and that brings rest. He has said, 
"Ye shall find rest unto your souls." He who trusts finds this soul-rest. God has not given 
us turmoil and trouble. He has said, "In me ye shall have peace"; and again, "My peace I 
give unto you." Are not these precious promises? Are they true in your life? God means 
that they shall be. Trust will make them real to you. They never can be real until you learn 
to trust. Trust is the root that upholds and nourishes the tree of Christian life. It is trust 
that causes it to blossom and to bring forth fruit, and the more fully you trust, the greater 
and richer and more profuse will be the fruits of your righteousness. 

I have told you something about trust, but I now wish to speak of some other things that 
belong to trust. Trust implies submission. Very often God fails to do things for us because 
we do not permit him to. We want to plan for ourselves. We want things to be done in the 
way that seems best to our finite wisdom. 

Too many of us are like a woman whose husband recently said that they had often gone 
driving together, that their horse would sometimes become frightened, and that when it 
did, his wife would also become frightened and would almost invariably seize the lines. 
Thus, he would have to manage both his wife and the horse, making his task doubly 
difficult. 

How many of us are just like that woman! When anything threatens, we become alarmed 
and try to help God. We feel that it is not safe to leave all in his hands and let him manage 
the circumstances. Our failure to submit to him often complicates matters, and it is harder 
for him to manage us than it is to manage the difficulties. To trust God means to keep our 
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hands off the lines. It means to let him have his way and do things as he thinks best. It may 
be a hard lesson to learn, but you will hinder God until you leant it. 

“It is God which worked in you both to will and to do of his good pleasure” - Philippians 2: 

13. 

If your life is submitted to him, he will work in you to will as well as to do. He will help do 
the planning as well as the working out. He will aid you in the choosing, no less than in the 
doing. If you cannot submit to him thus, you have not reached the place where you can 
trust. You must first learn to take your hands off yourself and off circumstances; then trust 
will be natural and easy. How can you trust him if you are not willing for him to do just as 
it pleases him? When you have submitted all and he has his way fully with you, then the 
blessed fruitfulness of trust will come into your life. 

Trust also implies obedience. It means working with God to produce the results. We cannot 
sit down and fold our hands in idleness and expect things to work themself out. We must be 
workers, not shirkers. The man who prays for a bountiful harvest but prepares no ground 
and plants no seed will pray in vain. Faith and works must go together. We must permit 
God to direct our efforts and command our efforts. We must be willing to work when he 
wants us to work and in the way he wants us to work. Our attempts to trust will amount to 
nothing if we are not willing to obey. Right here is the secret of many people's trouble; they 
are willing to obey so long as the thing commanded is what they themselves would choose, 
but when it is otherwise they are not so ready. Our obedience must be full and willing, or 
we cannot trust. 

Trust implies patience. Even God cannot work everything out immediately. We are told 



that "ye have need of patience, that, after ye have done the will of God, ye might receive the 



promise” - Hebrews: 10: 36. So many times we want the answers to our prayers right 
away. If they do not come thus, we grow impatient and think God is not going to answer. 
There is no use trying to hurry the Lord; we shall only hinder him if we do. He will not 
work according to our plans, but according to his own. Time does not matter so much to 
the eternal One as it does to us. 

A brother once came to the altar in a meeting I helped to hold. In telling his trouble he said, 
"When I want anything done, it has to be done in a hurry." Many other people cannot be 
patient and wait. They want it now. T his is a great hindrance to their faith. The Psalmist 
says, “Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently for him” Psalm: 37: 7. We are not only to wait 
patiently for him to work out his purpose, but we are at the same time to rest in him. Some 
people can wait, but they cannot rest at the same time. They are uneasy and impatient; they 
want to hurry the Lord all the time. The result usually is that their faith does not last very 
long. You must add patience to your faith to make it effective. If you really trust, you can 
be patient. It may not always be easy, but the more perfect your trust, the easier it will be 
to be patient. 

When Luther was summoned to meet the diet for trial on a charge of heresy, his friends, 
fearing for his life, tried to persuade him not to go; but he declared that he would go even if 
there were as many devils there as there were tiles on the housetops. He trusted God, and 
that trust gave him an unwavering courage. Three Hebrews trusted God, and the fiery 
furnace could not even singe their garments. Daniel trusted God, and the hungry lions 
could not touch him. Many thousands of others have trusted God with similar results. 
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But trusting God is an active, positive thing. A passive submission or surrender to 
circumstances is not trust. Trusting the Lord to save us means to definitely rely on him to 
do it; to confidently expect that he will do it. This leads directly to the confident trust that 
he does do it. It brings the conscious assurance that it is an accomplished fact. We are not 
left to doubt, to hope, or to guess; but we have a positive trust that brings a positive result. 

The same is true of sanctification. A positive faith brings a positive experience; and so long 
as our faith remains positive, the experience remains positive. It is only when faith begins 
to waver and doubts appears that the experience becomes uncertain. If you will maintain a 
positive faith, God will take care of your experience. Here lies the secret of continuous 
victory. There may be conflicts, but faith is the foundation of sure victory. 

Trusting in Lord for healing means; more than refusing to apply medicine, People who do 
not trust God at all often refuse to use drugs. They may at no time during their sickness 
really exercise an act of faith for healing. They simply surrender to existing conditions and 
hope that it will come out all right. In many such cases nature will overcome the disease, 
and the person will recover. The "prayer of faith," however, is positive; it saves the sick; it 
brings healing. Sometimes the sick person, because of the mental effects of his sickness, is 
not able to exercise faith; but when he is able, faith will be an active, positive thing with 
him, if the desired results are to follow. 


It is safe to trust in the Lord. Isaiah says, “I will trust and not be afraid - Isaiah: 12: 2.

That is the way God wants us to trust. He would have us be confident in him. But 
sometimes we get to looking at circumstances, and they loom up so threateningly before us 
that in spite of ourselves we tremble and shrink before them. We believe that God will take 
care of us and help us, but we cannot quiet our fears. Our feelings are very much as they 
are when we stand just outside the bars of the cage of a ferocious wild beast. We know it 
cannot reach us; we know we are safe from those powerful teeth and claws; but still we 
cannot help having a feeling that we should not have were we somewhere else. When he 
comes to our side of the cage, we shrink involuntarily, but still we trust the iron bars and 
do not run away. 

The Psalmist tells us what to do when we have such fears. “What time I am afraid, I will 

trust in thee” - Psalm: 56: 3. 

Still keep t ms ting. God will not hide you for the fears you cannot help, but only for those 
that come from unbelief. Trust in God. It is the safest thing you have ever done; and he will 
never fail you. 

We have seen very long description for the trust in the God. Many people were failing here 
only. They think that they were good in the trusting God, but through their actions they 
prove themselves that they do not trust God.

sons of Asher: Imnah, Ishvah, Ishvi, Beriah, with Serah their sister. And the sons of 
Beriah: Heber and Malchiel. These are the sons of Zilpah, whom Laban gave to Leah his 
daughter; and these she bore to Jacob sixteen persons. The sons of Rachel, Jacob's wife: 
Joseph and Benjamin. And to Joseph in the land of Egypt were bom Manasseh and 
Ephraim, whom Asenath, the daughter of Potiphera the priest of On, bore to him. And the 
sons of Benjamin: Bela, Becher, Ashbel, Gera, Naaman, Ehi, Rosh, Muppim, Huppim, and 
Ard.

The apostle speaks as one amazed, and swallowed up in admiration, wondering 
at the height and depth, and length and breadth, of the love of Christ, which passed 
knowledge. The more we know of other things, the less we wonder; but the further we are 
led into gospel mysteries, the more we are affected by them. While God is for us, and we 
keep in his love, we may with holy boldness defy all the powers of darkness.

Three times I was 
shipwrecked. Once I spent a whole night and a day adrift at sea. I have traveled on many 
long journeys. I have faced danger from rivers and from robbers. I have faced danger from 
my own people, the Jews, as well as from the Gentiles. I have faced danger in the cities, in 
the deserts, and on the seas.

When I was in Damascus, the governor under King Aretas 
kept guards at the city gates to catch me. I had to be lowered in a basket through a window 
in the city wall to escape from him - 2 Corinthians 11:16 - 33

“Your servant didn’t go anywhere,” Gehazi 
answered. But Elisha said to him, “Was not my spirit with you when the man got down 
from his chariot to meet you? Is this the time to take money or to accept clothes or olive 
groves and vineyards, or flocks and herds, or male and female slaves? Naaman’s leprosy 
will cling to you and to your descendants forever.” Then Gehazi went from Elisha’s 
presence and his skin was leprous it had become as white as snow - 2 Kings 5:20 -27 


Here we can see the illustration given by Jesus Christ about the faithful and un-faithful 
servants: The Parable of the Talents: For it will be like a man going on a journey, who 
called his servants and entrusted to them his property. To one he gave five talents, to 
another two, to another one, to each according to his ability. Then he went away. He who 
had received the five talents went at once and traded with them, and he made five talents 
more. So also he who had the two talents made two talents more. But he who had received 
the one talent went and dug in the ground and hid his master's money. Now after a long 
time the master of those servants came and settled accounts with them. And he who had 
received the five talents came forward, bringing five talents more, saying, “Master” you 
delivered to me five talents; here I have made five talents more.’ His master said to him, 
‘Well done, good and faithful servant. You have been faithful over a little; I will set you 
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overmuch. Enter into the joy of your master.’ And he also who had the two talents came 
forward, saying, ‘Master, you delivered to me two talents; here I have made two talents 
more.’ His master said to him, ‘Well done, good and faithful servant. You have been 
faithful over a little; I will set you over much. Enter into the joy of your master.’ He also 
who had received the one talent came forward, saying, ‘Master, I knew you to be a hard 
man, reaping where you did not sow, and gathering where you scattered no seed, so I was 
afraid, and I went and hid your talent in the ground. Here you have what is yours.’ But his 
master answered him, ‘You wicked and slothful servant! You knew that I reap where I 
have not sown and gather where I scattered no seed? Then you ought to have invested my 
money with the bankers, and at my coming I should have received what was my own with 
interest. So take the talent from him and give it to him who has the ten talents. For to 
everyone who has will more be given, and he will have an abundance. But from the one 
who has not, even what he has will be taken away. And cast the worthless servant into the 
outer darkness.

being boiled and would plunge the folk into the pan or kettle or caldron or pot. Whatever 
the fork brought up the priest would take for himself. This is how they treated all the 
Israelites who came to Shiloh. But even before the fat was burned, the priest’s servant 
would come and say to the person who was sacrificing, “Give the priest some meat to roast; 
he won’t accept boiled meat from you, but only raw.” If the person said to him, “Let the 
fat be burned first, and then take whatever you want,” the servant would answer, “No, 
hand it over now; if you don’t, I’ll take it by force.” This sin of the young men was very 
great in the Lord’s sight, for they were treating the Lord’s offering with contempt. But 
Samuel was ministering before the Lord a boy wearing a linen ephod. Each year his 
mother made him a little robe and took it to him when she went up with her husband to 
offer the annual sacrifice. Eli would bless Elkanah and his wife, saying, “May the Lord 
give you children by this woman to take the place of the one she prayed for and gave to the 
Lord.” Then they would go home. And the Lord was gracious to Hannah; she gave birth to 
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three sons and two daughters. Meanwhile, the boy Samuel grew up in the presence of the 
Lord. Now Eli, who was very old, heard about everything his sons were doing to all Israel 
and how they slept with the women who served at the entrance to the tent of meeting. So he 
said to them, “Why do you do such things? I hear from all the people about these wicked 
deeds of yours. No, my sons; the report I hear spreading among the Lord’s people is not 
good. If one person sins against another, God may mediate for the offender; but if anyone 
sins against the Lord, who will intercede for them?” His sons, however, did not listen to 
their father’s rebuke, for it was the Lord’s will to put them to death - 1 Samuel 2:12 - 25 

Here we need to understand one particular thing. God is holy He wants us to live holy. For 
that He made us holy when we confess our sins.

Jews as the chosen people 



n Judaism; “chosen-ness” is the belief that the Jews, via descent from the ancient 

I Israelites, are the chosen people, chosen to be in a covenant with God. The idea of the 
Israelites being chosen by God is found most directly in the Book of Deuteronomy, 
citation needed as the verb bahar “Hebrew”, and is alluded to elsewhere in the Hebrew 
Bible using other terms such as “Holy People”. Citation needed. Much is written about 



344 


these topics in rabbinic literature. The three largest Jewish denominations, Orthodox 
Judaism, Conservative Judaism and Reform Judaism maintain the belief that the Jews 
have been chosen by God for a purpose. Sometimes this choice is seen as charging the 
Jewish people with a specific mission to be a light unto the nations and to exemplify the 
covenant with God as described in the Torah. 



This view, however, did not preclude a belief that God has a relationship with other peoples 
rather, Judaism held that God had entered into a covenant with all humankind, and that 
Jens and non-Jews alike have a relationship with God. Biblical references as well as 
rabbinic literature support this view: Moses refers to the “God of the spirits of all flesh” 
(Numbers 27:16), and the Tanakh (Hebrew Bible) also identifies prophets outside the 
community of Israel. Based on these statements, some rabbis theorized that, in the words of 
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Nethanel ibn Fayyumi, a Yemenite Jewish theologian of the 12th century, “God permitted 


to every people something he forbade to others and God sends a prophet to every people 
according to their own language.”(Levine, 1907/1966) The Mishnah states that “Humanity 
was produced from one man, Adam, to show God's greatness. When a man mints a coin in 
a press, each coin is identical. But when the King of Kings, the Holy One, blessed be He, 
creates people in the form of Adam not one is similar to any other.” (Mishnah Sanhedrin 
4:5) The Mishnah continues, and states that anyone who kills or saves a single human, not 
Jewish, life has done the same (save or kill) to an entire world. The Tosefta, a collection of 
important post-Talmudic discourses, also states: "Righteous people of all nations have a 
share in the world to come." 





What Bible says about; Jews as the chosen people 


According to the traditional Jewish interpretation of the Bible, Israel's character as the 
chosen people is unconditional [not in citation given] as it says in Deuteronomy 14:2 

“For you are a holy people to YHWH your God, and God has chosen you to be his 

treasured people from all the nations that are on the face of the earth.” 



The Torah also says, 

Now therefore, if you will obey my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then you shall be a

hristian Identity holds that the descendants of the ancient Israelites are the Anglo - 
Saxon, Germanic, Nordic and kindred peoples of the world and are the physical 
descendants of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. It is not an organized religion but 
composed of individuals, churches and some prison gangs with a white supremacist 
theology that promotes a racial interpretation of Christianity. Christian Identity beliefs 


were primarily developed and promoted by two authors who considered Europeans to be 
the “Chosen People” and the Jews were considered to be the cursed offspring of Cain. 
Many of these teachings were later adopted by white supremacist sects and gangs. 

In these generations all the people who accepted Jesus Christ as the personal savior were 
called as the Christians. After the Jesus Christ’s crucifix and resurrection, people were 
accepted Him. Those who were accepted Jesus Christ as their Lord and God were called as 
the Christian. Here in India they included it in the records as the caste. As the matter of 
fact it was not the caste. 

The caste system in India: is a system of social stratification which has pre -modem 

origins, was transformed by the British Raj, and is today the basis of reservation in India. 
It consists of two different concepts, vama and jati, which may be regarded as different 
levels of analysis of this system. 

Vama may be translated as “class,” and refers to the four social classes which existed in 
the Vedic society, namely Brahmins, Kshatriyas, Vaishyas and Shudras. Certain groups, 
now known as Dalits, were historically excluded from the vama system altogether, and are 
still ostracised as untouchables. 

Jati may be translated as caste, and refers to birth. The names of jatis are usually derived 
from occupations, and considered to be hereditary and endogamous, but this may not 
always have been the case. The jatis developed in post-Vedic times, possibly from 
crystallisation of guilds during its feudal era. The jatis are often thought of as belonging to 
one of the four vamas. 
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Curtains were beating by the high caste people 


In India many low-caste people were accepted Jesus Christ as the Lord and God, because 
of their ill-treatment in the society. They called as the untouchables, and treated as the 
beasts. They are not supposed to walk in the main roads. They were not allowed to sit with 
other high caste people in the hotels or in anywhere. They were not allowed in the Temples.
